AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LOS ALTOS
AMENDING SECTION 10.12.480 OF THE LOS ALTOS MUNICIPAL CODE

The rate schedule for connections not within city limits i1s prescribed as follows:
Sewer service charges for connections to propetty located outside the city limits,

- except those located within the Town of Los Altos Hills, shall be at 2 monthly rate
of twenty-one dollars and ninety-three cents ($21.93) per unit of service as specified
under the schedule of charges set forth in this section. Sewer service charges for the
Town of Los Altos Hills shall be set by resolution of the City Council.

A current éopy of this schedule of charges shall be kept on file in the office of the
city clerk and shall be open to inspection by the public."

Section 2. Continuing Effect of Chapter 10.12. Except as amended by this ordinance
revising the rate schedule as set out in Section 10.12.480, all other provisions of Chapter 10.12 of the
Los Altos Municipal Code continue to remain in effect.

Section 3: Severability Clause. The City Council hereby declares that it would have passed
this Ordinance sentence by sentence, paragraph by paragraph, and section by section, and does
hereby declare that any provisions of this Ordinance are severable and, if for any reason any
sentence, paragraph or section of this Ordinance shall be held invalid, such decision shall not affect
the validity of the remaining parts of this Ordinance.

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effcct upon the commencement of the thjrry first day following
the date of its passage and adoption. :

Section 5. This ordinance shall be pﬁBlished as provided in Government Code section 36933.
